2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
includes FR 2719882; which discloses a similar seal and pan arrangement: the seal of 
the FR2719882 invention has a first portion affixed over the top of the lower part of the 
pan, and a second portion affixed to the upper part; however the seal shown by 
FR2719882 does not cover the junction as called for in claim 7. 

Of note is FR2838038, filed by applicant and/or his legal representatives or 
assigns in France more than one year prior to the date of the instant application. There 
is no evidence that this application resulted in grant of patent prior to the date of the 
instant application. 

Alos of note is Bultman (U.S. Patent number 1,593,650) and Hons (U.S. Patent 
number 2,289,497); which teach similar constructions.
